Braswell said we should be prepared for a rough time when the Defense 
authorization bill reaches the floor this year. He said the whole question of 
legality of the war in Indochina would undoubtedly be brought up, and various 
bills and amendments would be introduced to restrict the Administration's 
freedom of action in conducting this war, Braswell thinks that legislation 
I _ l ha s a chance of passing, 

Braswell said Chairman Stennis was particularly concerned to get 
some authoritative statement from the Administration as to U, S. policy and 
objectives in Indochina. Without this, said Braswell, it was impossible for 
Stennis to know what new bills and amendments would represent a threat to 
the achievement of these objectives. Braswell said it was impossible to 
expect Stennis to defend the Administration’s position without knowing what 
that position was. I told him this was a national policy question which CIA 
was in no position to speak to. 

I explained to Braswell the Director's desire to meet with Chairman 
Stennis in the near future and review with him the history of our relations with
